The increase of 92,6M cattle a id 


horses over tho allowances for 19H is 
accompanied by a decrease of 120,831 
sheep and goals, showing that in many 
p iris of the West sheep aro giving way, 
to cattle. It is thought that tho recent 
high price of beef has been encouraging 
many farmers and sheepmen to go into 
tho cattle business, though it will bo 
fie firjt limo in tho last five years that 
tne allowance of sheep h»i not increased 
over thatof the previous season. There 
are localities, however, where the de- 
mand for sheep range is far in excess 
of the supply. 


The grazing charges ar* slightly 


higher this year. In the West tho 
rates havo been fixed at 48 to 9} cents 
per head per year for cattle and horses' 
and 12jta 18 cents for sheep and goats; 


85 cents 
in tho East tho rates arc from 
to?1.60 for cattle, $1.10 to ?2.00 for 
hordes, and 25 to. 40 cents for sheep 
and .goats. Pigs pay from 29 to 43 
cents in tho West and 50 and 90 cents 
in the East. 


The grazing allowances indicate the 


relative importanco of tho stock busi- 
ness in tho various parts of the West 
in which tho National Forests aro sit- 
uated. Ttie Forests in District 2, which 
embraces Colorado,- Wyoming, South 
Dakota, Nebraska, western Kansas, 
northern Michigan, and northern Min- 
nesota, are allowed the largest number 
of cattle, 62^;550 head, and next to tho 
largest number ot sheep, 13*i7,o03; Dis- 
trict 
4, comprising Utah, southern 


Idaho, western Wyoming, eastern and 
central Nevada, and northern Arizona, 
the second largest number of caltlc, 
431,160, nnd the largest number of 
sheep, 3,335,860: District 1, comprising 
Montana, 
northwestern Washington, 


northern Idaho, northwestern South 
Dakota, 
and 
southwestern 
North 


Dakota, 193,610 head of cattle, and 1, 
301,500 head of sheep; District 3, com 
prising Arizona and New Mexico, 418, 
800 cattle; and 905,800 sheep; District 
6, embracing California and southwes- 
tern Nevada, 212,280 cattle, and 608, 
050 sheep; District 6, comprising Was- 
hington, Oregon, and Alaska, 169,260 
cattle, and 1,280,600 sheep; District?, 
which includes Arkansas, Florida, Ok- 
lahoma, nnd the states in New Eng- 
land and the Southern Appalachian 
region, where forest reservations have 
been purchased by the government, 
43,135 cattle, ami 11,350 sheep.

lions Meg was made nt lions, Del- 


tlum, about the ycnr 1503, by ordcr'of 
James IV.. nnd was named Meg In 
honor of his wife, Margaret Tudor, the 
daughter of Henry VII. Its great bulk 
and weight rendered it almost worth- 
less In those days of hand to hnnd con- 
flicts. However, It was used on Bjieclal 
occasions u> help celebrate national 
events. In ihc reports ot the financial, 
transactions of the times may be 
found charges for "grease for Meg's 
month" (this was used to Increase the 
fondness of the report), ribbons to deck 
tcr carrtigo and pipes to be played 
before her when Accompanying the 
Scottish army on an expedition. After 
tie union in 1707 tie people feared 
Hat the "oilious surrender of national 
Independence" would ba consummated 
by the removal of Hons Meg to Eng- 
land, in I7j7 tne piece -was removed 
to Woolwich, but It was restored'to 
Scotland In 1S2S. "to quiet the people."

Mr. Buftum pointed out tliediflfcrenca 


in the early settlement of Rhode Island 
from that of any other of the New Eng- 
land colonies, in that Rhode Island wel- 
comed the Quakers, while tho others 
repulsed them. Ho told of the first 
coming of the Friends in the ship Wood- 
house, owned and commanded.by Capt, 
Robert Fowler, one of the first Quakers. 
Cnpl, Fowler stated that he did not de- 
pend upon tho ships reckoning to con- 
Bumatc her voyage safely, as a Di- 
vine Hand led her all the way "as a 
mail leads a horse by tho head." 
Tho 


first land made was the port of New 
Amsterdam, right ahead, which was 
proof of the Captains skill as a naviga- 
tor whatever method he 
employed. 


Five passengers wer« landed here and 
the rest taken to Newport where, tho 
record say3 "they were warmly wel- 
comed." 


News of the friendly reception spread 


and soon the whole of Southern Rhode 
Island was settled by Quakers who 
came in such numbers that the Rev. 
James Mac. Sparran in his 
book 


"America Dissected1' speaks of them 
as "The people most in power." 


Mr. BufTum spoke of the character- 


istics of the" early Friends, whom he 
referred to as "one of the finest lots 
of people who ever came to America" 
and the influence they have always ex- 
erted on Rhode Island people and af- 
fairs.
